Gold production in Ontario for 
the eleven months of the current 
year, saya a despatch, dated Decem- 
ber 21, from Ontario to the New 
York Times was $856,286 In excess 
of that of the similar eleven months 
of last year.

THE BOOTLEGGING 
- HONEY BEE 


ANOTHER STRANGE. STORY 
FROM AMERICA 


_“KICK LIKE A MULE” 


The spectacle of a Prohibition 
agent trying to arrest a swarm of 
bees for violating the dry laws 
would add much to the joy of life, 
suggests an editorial in the Boston 
Evening Transcript, which carries 
the surprising information that 
these busy little insects have turn- 
ed to bootlegging. The news, says 
the New York Literary Digest, 
cpmes from Norfolk, where there is 
& warehouse holding 60,000 tons of 
sugar. .Not far away lives a man 
who keeps bees. Not long ago the 
bees discovered the sugar, and ever 
alnce they have been invading the 
warehouse and helping themselves 
to the contents for honey-making 
purposes. The Transcript fur- 
ther says of the actual and possibla 
consequences of these depreda- 
tiona:, “The honey js said to have 
a kick like a mule; clearly indicat- 
ing an alcoholic content in excess 
of one-half of one per cent. Tho 
news has gone abroad, and the bee-~ 
keeper reports a rising demand for 
the product. There {a created a 
situation of many interesting pos- 
sibilities. : 

“In the first place, there is the 
interesting problem the industry of 
the bees presents to the men learn- 
ed in the law. Does the law of the 
excellent Mr. Volstead apply in the 
premises? To the layman it does 
not seem that honey, even with a 
kick like a mule, could be describ- 
ed as manufactured for beverage 
purposes, But if the law is en- 
forceable, are the bees to be ad- 
judged guilty, or Js ‘their owner? 

“The incident suggests future 
possibilities, It may create a 
simultaneous demand for bees and 
sugar. Bootleggera may turn‘to 
beehives for a stock fn trade and 
become as busy asa bee. I 
conceivable that the consumption 
of sugar will become so great that 
owners of plantations In Louisiana 
and beet-sugar fields in Utah will 
cease to care ‘about the duty, re-

Britain’s well-known writer of 
“Letters to the Editor” Mr. Alger- 
non Ashton, has kept a diary for 
65 years. : 

He has {t all, In 65 separate 
volumes, and he showed them with 
pride, end yet a touch of chagrin, 
for, strive as he will, Mr, Ashton 
cannot accomplish records. 

‘Everyone knows that though he 
has had over 2,500 lettera to the 
editor" printed in the papers, a 
Sussex parson has had more. 

And just when Mr. Ashton "was 
thinking his own diary was un 
equalled, he had a letter from an 
86-year-old Somerset J.P., Mr, J. J. 
Barstow, 
morning on the bench at Weston- 
super-Mare, to say that he has kept 
a diary for 67 years—also without 
a break! : 

“Too Intimate” 

I wonder (writes a correspon- 
dent to the Straits Echo), whether 
Mr. Barstow’s diary {is kept as 
neatly and legibly as Mr. Ashton’s, 


into which I was allowed to dip,j. 


though, as he explained, “It {s not 
really fit for publication—too in- 
timate, too personal.” 


It Is not surprising that Mr. 


Ashton, who was born with a foun- 
tain-pen in hfs mouth, should 
minutely record all his transactions 
with that most delightful! of institu- 
tions, the Post Office, 

In 1894, he records in his cus- 
tomary retrospect at the end of the 
year, “I received 1,443 postal com- 
munications of all kinds, and sent 
off 964 letters, 42 postcards, 10 
telegrams, and 689 parcels.”

—_— 


Wore you asked to define a ship you 
would probably describe 8 vessel which 
rides the waters, carrying cargo and 
pessengers, fishermen, naval crews, or, 
as with sslvage craft, engineers... And, 
broadly speaking, this sums up the pur- 
poses for which most of our ships are 
used. 

Novorthelesa, there are many vessels, 
large and small, that fulfil fanctions 
more unique, some indeed, no longer 
making voyages, are serving as useful- 
ly on dry land as ever they did at sea, 

A ship which began a four years’ 
cruise as a floating school in which the 
boys were taught everything, except 
soamanship, was certainly a craft 
unique in marine history. A full-rigged 
steel ship of 2,000 tons, tho Young 
America, some years ago began a 20,000 
mile voyage with ,one of the oddest 
passenger lists on record — 26 masters 
and 250 boys. 

The Idea of this ocean training 
ship, on which no nautical subjects 
were taught, was to give these sons of 
rich men. a practical education—not 
merely to teach the Inds French, Ger- 
man, economics and the like, but also, 
by sailing from place to place, to en- 
able them to study and apply ‘thelr 
knowledge for themselves in the actual 
countries. 

Thus the boys learned archaeology 
in the temples of India and Turkey and

Just as our guardians in blue move 
about our streets with noiseless fect 
while we are sleeping, trying the doors 
of houses and shops to see that all is 
snfe, Bo over our rivers and seas da 
police boats cruise swiftly ‘in search 
of offenders, 

‘These police patrols are very activa 
sea slouths, The cabin is a police 
court, The skipper is judge and jury, 
empowered to. take men and vessels 
alike into custody, to assess damages 
and impose penalties. Sea patrols 
must ‘arrest all “drunks” found on the 
marine highways-—dangerous, abandon- 
ed derelicts that reel bilndly through 
tho waters to the danger of other ship- 

ing. : ; 
i Sometimes the police searchlight op- 
portunely. cuts the darkness to the sur- 
prise and dismay of sea criminals— 
tramps sailing without lights, to save 
oil; elusive, darting smugglers; traw- 
lers tha. ply in forbidden waters, or: 
meanly steal the nets of other fishing 
boats! which stretch under the water 
for a mile or more, - 

Vessels on tho roads used by marine 
traffic, moreover, must not exceed 8 
speed ‘limit of a very few miles per 
hour. A ship ploughing quickly 
through the water throws up a, wash 
or stern wave which might casily 
swamp other boats, Not long ago ao 
ner passing at speed down the Solent 
throw up a back wave which wrecked 
many small craft and flooded several 
streets’ of the town. 

One ship, or rather, barge, boasts 
a clergyman for a skipper. The 
Morning Star is a floating Roman 
Catholic Church, fitted with organ, 
altar and pows, and for, years sho has 
been touring tho rivers and canals of 
France. Moored alongside one quay 
or another, the Morning Star has al- 
ways a full congregation at Mass every 
Sunday. The pricst who officlates is 
virtually captain and'crew of his own 
little craft.

‘The crudely 
fashioned Messenger of Peace. sailed 
from Island to fsland for three years, 
spreading the Gospel, and covering in 
safety nearly 4,000 miles. ‘

You enter this ship 
house through a door cut in the side— 
and once within you are delighted at its 
cheeriness and space, 

One seca all sorts of queer sea craft. 
Marine navvies—dredgers that cut into 
the river sem or bed—are not vory 
elegant ships. Some big whalers, are 
not merely fishing boats, but tanneries 
anl canning factories as well, After 
the great fish has been hauled on deck 
lt is cut up; its meat cooked and can- 
ned; its ofl is sto: In barrels, and {n 
this‘novel sea factory many by-pro- 
-ducts are prepared the spot for the 
market. Sometimed.a shapeless mass 
on the horizon, tawed by many tugs 
reveals itself as @ hhoge floating dock. 

There are floating provision. shops 
that steam around our big fisheries 
solling groceries and stores. The sale of 
afiy kind of liquor ts absolutely pro- 
hibited at sea,: Noverthcless, in cer- 
tain waters, a brisk trade [a done by 
“coopers"'—shady floating pubs that 
supply ship’s crews with Althy spirits 
at famine prices. Again, coasting 
vessels which appear to bo beautiful 
pleasure yachts frequently turn out to 
be gambling hells for the fleecing of 
rich young dupes or the working bases 
of expert inshore cracksmen. 

A man died worth only a couple of 
pounds, who in bis‘day had been a mil- 
lionaire.

“TRADE IN BRISTOL 


‘The Position in 
December 


Trade at the port of Bristol during 
December ‘showed an- increase in the 
number of foreign arrival_and in the 
register tonnage represented; but a de- 
crease in tha coastwise section com- 
pared with the same period a year ago, 
Grain again figured largely in tho list 
of foreign imports,-with 16-arrivala 
during the.month. Imports of fruit 
brought cight steamers to the docks, 
while there was a fairly busy time 
with tankers from overseas ond coast- 
wise. The berth line'connections were 
maintained; while the Australasian 
service was up to tHe average with 
steamers to load or discharge, Two 
liners from the West Coast of Africa 
were accommodated during the month.

In the light of this, the estimate 
put forward by the Marconi direc- 
tors in ‘their report last May, when 
they sought to prove the desirability 
of the £1 shareholders exchanging 
their shares for Cables and Wire- 
less, Limited, can be ~ further 
examined. 

The Directors’ Figurea 

The/ Marconi. directors, without 
committing themselves to an 
estimate of the revenue of either the 
or Cable’ and 
Wireless, published figures in the 


May report based on the assumption |' 


that the Marconi company will pay: 
20 per cent, on its Ordinary shares 
and that Cables and Wireless will 
pay the dividend on its fixed-divi- 
dend - capital. : 

But if the Marconi pays no more 
than 20 per cent. on its Ordinary 
capital, {ts total annual distribution
